The tumultuous 2020 season saw the NCAA Tournament moved 
to the spring, some conferences play split games in both the 
fall and the spring, and the BIG EAST Conference reduce its 
tournament from six teams to four. 


This all happened before the Bluejays even opened play in March 
of 2021. 


Despite all of those challenges, Creighton delivered a 
breakthrough effort. For the first time since joining the BIG EAST 
in 2013, the Bluejays earned a berth into the postseason. At 4-4-0 
in BIG EAST play, Creighton claimed the Midwest Division’s sec- 
ond seed in the conference tournament. 


Individually, Aida Kardovic earned All-BIG EAST First Team 
honors, while Ansley Atkinson claimed All-BIG EAST Second 
Team recognition. In addition the Bluejay staff brought the BIG 
EAST Coaching Staff of the Year accolades back to Omaha. 


The heights reached during the 2020 season made Creighton 
hungry to prove it wasn’t a fluke, but a precursor of things to 
come. 


Goalkeeping 
One of Paule’s earliest commitments to Creighton was current 
goalkeeper, Keelan Terrell. Bothered by injuries early in her 
tenure, Terrell settled into the starting role last season. After 
collecting her first shutout last season, a 1-0 win over Xavier on 
March 25, she is expected to log the majority of time in 2021. 


Sophomore Mikayla Grocki adds depth in the net. Grocki posted 
a shutout win (3-0 over Marquette on March 21) in a spot start 
last season. In addition the Bluejays added Ayana Aoyagi from 
Tyler JC, where she won a national championship in 2020. 


Defense 
The strength of Creighton’s four-match winning streak last season 
was the play of the defense. Defender Jordy Rothwell stepped 
forward to lead the back line that included sophomores Maddie 
Radke and Peighton Steffen. 


As a unit the Bluejays posted a pair of shutouts and limited 
the opposition to just one goal four other times. Rothwell will 
continue to take another step forward in her leadership for the 
squad as one of the Bluejays’ captains this season. 


Offense 
With 11 goals in 10 matches last season, the Bluejay offense is 
the area that needs to take a step forward to allow Creighton to 
progress forward. 


Creighton created opportunities, holding a shot advantage of 
nearly 50 (118 to 75). The limited production made Paule place an 
emphasis from the outset of training in 2021 on finishing chances. 


Creighton’s leading scorers Kardovic (nine points) and Atkinson 
(seven points) return to guide the attack, but Paule expects 
contributions from a plethora of sources including 
returners Cristina Garriga, Renée Pountney, Abigail Santana 
and Michaela Weist as well as newcomers Paityn Bretzer and 
Hailey Rothwell. 


Schedule 

Creighton’s 2021 schedule opens with five of the first seven 
contests in the friendly confines of Morrison Stadium. Starting 
in the fourth match of the season, the Bluejays begin a stretch 
of five consecutive matches against Summit League foes 
(Oral Roberts, South Dakota, South Dakota State, 
North Dakota State and Kansas City). The Bluejays also host 
perennial BIG EAST powerhouse Georgetown at home.

Ross Paule 


Head Coach - Seventh Season (41-50-9) 


One of the greatest players in Bluejay men’s soccer, 
Ross Paule was named the fifth head coach in Creighton 
women’s soccer history in December of 2014. 


Paule returned to Creighton after nine years working 
with various levels of youth soccer in his home state of 
Tennessee. Paule served as a staff coach at the US National 
level through the adidas ESP program from 2006-14. 


“My memories of being at Creighton were critical to my 
acceptance of the position. I know what Creighton 
offers and provides,” said Paule. “There is a clear 
commitment to providing the student-athlete with a 
caring and instructive environment.” 


Taking over a program that had won just four 
conference games combined in the final two 
seasons as a member of the MVC as well as the first season 
in the BIG EAST, Paule felt his first task was to change the 
culture. 


“My biggest priority when I arrived was to address the 
culture and attitude of the team,” said Paule. “To teach 
them that it is not okay to be average, instead to learn from 
every experience and progress to a higher standard.” 


That first step was completed in 2020 as the Bluejays 
reached their first BIG EAST Tournament and Paule led his 
staff to a BIG EAST Coaching Staff of the Year honor. 


Paule played three years at 
Creighton (1994-96), guiding 
the Bluejays to their first College 
Cup appearance in 1996, before 
being drafted into Major League 
Soccer (MLS). 


He went on to become the eighth 

player in program history to earn a spot in the Creighton 
Athletics Hall of Fame, earning induction in the spring of 
2012. 


A finalist for the Hermann Trophy and the Missouri Athletic 
Club Player of the Year award in 1996 (the two were combined 
in 2002), Paulewas named the MVC Player of the Year in 1996. 
In 2006, he was named to the Missouri Valley Conference 
All-Centennial Team. 


Paule remains the only men’s soccer player in school 
history to have earned First Team All-MVC honors in his 
first three seasons and one of only 10 players overall to have 
earned the honor three times. 


He’s also the only man in Creighton’s storied history 
to earn MVC Player of the Year, MVC Tournament MVP 
and MVC Freshman/Newcomer of the Year. 
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Head Coach Ross Paule 


Paule was drafted 11th overall, the first selection of the 
second round, by the Colorado Rapids in the 1997 MLS 
draft. During nine seasons in the MLS, he played for the 
Colorado Rapids, Columbus Crew and NY/NJ MetroStars. 
He was the Colorado MVP in 1998, the Columbus MVP in 
2003 and twice an MLS All-Star. 


Upon retiring in 2005, Paule became an assistant coach for 
the Columbus Crew. He later joined the Memphis Futbol 
Club as a Youth Director. After four years he moved to 
the Technical Director role for the Tennessee Rush. In 
2011, Paule became Executive Director of the Arlington 
Soccer Academy, where he developed regional talent in the 
Mid-South. 


Ross served as the National Soccer Executive Director 
for the Fellowship of Christian Athletes from 2011-14. 
In that role he traveled as far as Dubai to create 
partnerships with 93 countries while helping to 
produce soccer-themed bibles, The Goal, in multiple 
languages. 


“The education I received as a Bluejay, both on and off the 
pitch, provided a great foundation and helped my life after 
I left Creighton,” continued Paule. “Now I am fortunate to 
have the great opportunity to pass those lessons on.” 


“My goal is for our student-athletes to have the 
all-around experience that I enjoyed as a Bluejay,” said 
Paule. “We will continue to do what it takes to help each 
individual leave the university a better soccer player and a 
better person than when they first arrived.” 


Ross and his wife, Laurie, have three children; Jorden, 
Emma and Ross Jr. (Rossi).

Assistant Coach - Fourth Season 


Originally from Oslo, Norway, Lisa-Marie Woods joined the 
Creighton Women’s Soccer staff in August of 2018. In her 
fourth year with the Bluejays, Woods holds a significant 
role in Creighton’s recruiting. 


A decorated professional, Woods played soccer at the 
highest levels in nine different countries from 2005 until 
January of 2018 (United States, Australia, Canada, Cyprus, 
Denmark, Germany, Iceland, Kazakhstan and Norway). 


Woods’ coaching career started in 2003, when she earned 
her first coaching license. 


“Lisa-Marie has tremendous experience and success. She 
has a great eye for talent and with her connections across 
the globe,” said head coach Ross Paule. 


Woods has helped the Bluejays turn the corner during her 
first three seasons. Part of the BIG EAST’s Coaching Staff 
of the Year in 2020, she helped guide Creighton to its first 
BIG EAST Tournament appearance last season. 


Inspired by watching her older 
brother play, Woods began playing 
soccer at just four years old. Her 
neighborhood produced four 
professionals on the pitch, with 
three male players joining her. 


Woods began her national team 
career in 1998 with Norway, 
going on to captain the U-19 team in the UEFA Women’s 
Under-19 Championship. She earned her first cap with the 
senior national team in 2009. In 2010 she won the Kniksen 
Prisen, given to the top player in Norway’s top league 
(Toppserien). 


Woods brought her soccer talents to the United States 
in 2003 as she played for Oakland (2003) and Middle 
Tennessee (2004) before returning to Norway. 


Over two seasons Woods appeared in 34 matches, earn- 
ing 32 starts. She helped guide Oakland to the NCAA 
Tournament in 2003 with 19 points on six goals and seven 
assists. The following year with the Blue Raiders, Woods 
delivered four goals and nine assists.

Pappas comes to Creighton after four seasons (2017-20) at Virginia Military Institute (VMI) 
and two seasons at Davidson (2015-16). Prior to that, she had spent a year in her home state 
of Iowa at Ashford University in Clinton and the 2013 season as an assistant coach at Belmont 
Abbey College in Belmont, N.C. 


With VMI, Pappas served as the Interim Head Coach during the spring of 2019 and as the 
recruiting coordinator. While at Davidson, Pappas was the primary goalkeeper coach for the 
Wildcats. 


Prior to moving to Belmont Abbey, Pappas was a graduate assistant at University of Central Missouri where she coached 
under Lewis Theobald. Pappas earned a master’s degree in special education at Central Missouri. 


A four-year letterwinner at South Dakota State (SDSU), Pappas played goalkeeper for the Jackrabbits from 2006-2010. In 
2008, Pappas helped SDSU to its first Summit League Conference Championship title in school history and then assisted 
the Jackrabbits to the second round of the NCAA Tournament. 


Pappas has her NSCAA Goalkeeper licenses levels 1, 2 and 3, NSCAA National Diploma. In addition, she holds three 
USSF License (C-2019, D-2016 & E-2015). 
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2020 (Junior): 

Atkinson guided a youthful Bluejay squad to its first appearance in the 
BIG EAST Tournament in 2020, starting all 10 matches ... She closed 
the season by earning a spot on the BIG EAST All-Tournament Team as 
well as earning an All-BIG EAST Second Team selection ...

A thrilling overtime 
championship win gave the Bluejays their first NCAA Tournament 
appearance. Creighton was led by MVC Player of the Year Jaimie 
Thompson - the first goalkeeper in league history to earn the honor. 
Thompson posted a 0.32 goals against average in conference play, she 
was joined by Franny Hylok and Lulu Quigley on the AIl-MVC First 
Team. Quigley, who led Creighton with seven assists, was also tabbed 
to the NSCAA All-Central Region Third Team. Kelan Brill, who scored 
the game-winning goal with 19 seconds remaining in thefirst overtime of 
the MVC Tournament title match, was named the All-Tournament MVP. 
Lindsey Martinson, Regina Moench and Lauren Noll joined Brill on the 
MVC All-Tournament Team. Bruce Erickson was named the MVC Coach 
of the Year, as the Bluejays led the league in goals (31), assists (30) and 
points (92). 


The Bluejays upset Drake 3-1 in the MVC Tournament Championship 
match to earn the automatic NCAA Tournament bid, handing the 
regular-season champion Bulldogs (7-0-0 MVC) their only home loss 
of the year and snapping Drake’s 12-match unbeaten streak. A bal- 
anced Bluejay offense led the league with 37 goals and 106 points as 10 
players recorded at least five points. Chelsea Mackenzie led the team 
and MVC with eight assists.

Rasmussen Fitness and Sports Center 
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The Rasmussen Fitness and Sports Center, a 50,000 
square-foot building offering a multipurpose field 
house with synthetic turf for athletic team practic- 
es and intramural sports, was officially dedicated on 
Oct. 23, 2012. In addition to the indoor practice area, the 
Rasmussen Fitness and Sports Center offers a suspended 
two-lane running track and a fitness level furnished with 
cardio, circuit-training and free-weight equipment for all 
Creighton students, faculty and staff. 


Named for recently-retired McCormick Endowed Director 
of Athletics Bruce Rasmussen, the facility was made 
possible by generous gifts from Ruth and Bill Scott as well 
as several other donors. The Scotts have been long-time 
supporters and friends of Creighton University. In 1995 the 
Scotts established a scholarship for international students 
who enrolled in the School of Medicine. The Nebraska 
natives have deep roots in the Omaha community and have 
donated generously to more than 100 different organiza- 
tions.

With Rasmussen as the athletics director, Creighton won 
43 regular-season and 43 conference tournament titles, 
leading to 90 postseason appearances. 


The Bluejays remain the only school in the history of the 
Missouri Valley Conference to make 16 straight men’s 
basketball postseasons and have sent a team to the NCAA 
Tournament in 34 consecutive seasons. 


Creighton was also recognized with the MVC All-Academic 
Award in seven of its last nine seasons in the league. 
Creighton’s reputation as one of the nation’s top 
academic institutions is reflected in the success the 
Bluejay student-athletes have had in the classroom 
during Rasmussen’s service as athletics director. 
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Morrison Stadium

e The Creighton soccer programs entered a new era in 2003 with the opening of an on-campus soccer facility, 
Michael G. Morrison, S.J., Stadium. The Bluejays moved to the facility after playing home games at Tranquility Park 
in western Omaha from 1989 through 2002. Morrison Stadium’s seating capacity is 7,500. 

e Since moving into the venue in 2003, the 10 largest home crowds for a Creighton women’s contest have come at 
Morrison Stadium. The Creighton women’s soccer team is 100-52-20 (.640) all-time at Morrison Stadium. 

e On July 13, 2010, the United States Women’s National Team played a friendly match against Sweden at 
Morrison Stadium, marking the first time the national team has played a match in Nebraska. 

¢ Construction was completed on the stadium in 2004, including a scoreboard, covered chair back seating, luxury 
suites, enclosed press box, concession stands and a banquet/hospitality area on the upper level. Renovations to add 
five additional suites as well as coaching offices were completed in the spring of 2018. 

e Installed in August of 2019, the FieldTurf CORE all-weather surface makes Morrison Stadium one of the finest in 
the country. With the downtown Omaha skyline to the south, Ryan Athletic Center to the north, CHI Health Center 
Omaha to the east and the Championship Center to the west, Morrison Stadium places student-athletes in the center 
of campus. 
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Creighton concluded renovations to the uppel level of Morrison Stadium during the summer of 2018. 
This project brought the addition of five new suites to enhance the fan experience and improve event space. 


In addition, coaching offices for both the women’s and men’s programs were created and a state of the art area for 
broadcasting was installed to improve Creighton’s online streaming capabilities. 


Morrison Stadium was also winterized to provide maximum usage opportunity for student-athletes, 
staff and the community during colder months. The existing club was renovated to include an in-venue 
multi-purpose space for men’s and women’s soccer student-athletes. 


The construction of a broadcast booth near midfield Coaches offices were built, which allowed the men’s and women’s soc- 
moved the broadcasters perspective from cer coaches to move from the Ryan Athletic Center to the upper level of 
the north goal line to the center of the action.

Morrison Stadium Renovations - 2019 


Opened in 2003, Michael G. Morrison, S.J., Stadium is considered one of the nation’s elite collegiate soccer venues. 
Committed to keeping the Bluejays’ home at that standard, Morrison Stadium received a surface upgrade prior to the 
start of the 2019 season. 


FieldTurf’s CORE system was installed during the final weeks of July and first week of August. The FIFA Quality Pro 
certified surface is featured at Mercedes-Benz Stadium in Atlanta, the home facility of the MLS Atlanta United FC and at 
Providence Park in Portland, the home facility of the MLS Portland Timbers and NWSL Portland Thorns. 


CORE includes VersaTile, which features a state of the arc drainage system and shock absorption. The 
drainage system offers a free draining surface area of 82 percent and the shock absorption properties are 
expected to lessen the impact of the normal wear and tear of soccer. FieldTurfs CoolPlay system completed the 
playing surface. The CoolPlay composite dressing has been tested to keep the playing surface about 35 degrees 
cooler than traditional sand or rubber infill systems.

History of Billy Bluejay

Billy Bluejay is the official mascot of the Creighton University Athletics Department. Creighton is a private, Jesuit NCAA Division I school in 


Omaha, Neb., founded in 1878. 


Prior to 1924, with no official athletics nickname, University publications and news media often referred to Creighton athletic teams by the school’s 
colors - the “White and Blue,” or vice versa. Because of Creighton’s location atop a bluff, the team was occasionally designated unofficially as the 
“Hilltoppers,” but the name lost favor because at least six other teams in the country went by the same nickname. At the behest of Creighton’s 
Athletics Board and Alumni Association, the Omaha Bee newspaper coordinated a public contest in late 1923 to select a nickname and mascot 


for Creighton University athletic teams. After reviewing 200 entries, the Athletics Board decided 
upon “Bluejays” because the color of the bird was in keeping with school colors. 


The Bluejays were originally depicted by an ornithologically correct rendition of the bird. In 1941, 
Creighton alumnus Joseph P. Murphy, a 1931 graduate of the College of Business and, at the time, a 
Creighton journalism professor and the head ofits public relations department, designed a graphical 
image of the bird with a more human stance and expression. Murphy’s 1941 design remained largely 
intact for the past 72 years with only minor revisions. While it is unclear on the exact year the first 
walking costume mascot modeled after Murphy’s 1941 graphical image appeared publicly or the 
first time the image or mascot were referred to as “Billy Bluejay,” many costumes were created, 
changed/re-designed over the past seven decades as Billy became a fixture at Creighton Athletics 
events, roaming the sidelines to cheer on his beloved Bluejays. 


In October, 2013, in conjunction with Creighton’s move to the BIG EAST Conference, the 
University unveiled a new Athletics brand - athletic logo, sport-specific logos and corresponding 
secondary marks designed to increase overall awareness of the Creighton University Bluejays - 
locally, regionally and nationally. The new logo was designed to build on the history, tradition and 
love of previous Billy Bluejay icons while maintaining the integrity of the past and establishing the 
new Creighton Bluejay brand as a distinct and recognizable identity in the BIG EAST. 


Creighton Athletics turned to Street Characters to provide an updated Billy Bluejay 
walking mascot costume, one that was more vibrant, more athletic and one that more 
closely resembled the new athletics brand. The new-look Billy Bluejay walking mascot 
costume made his first public appearance in front of over 17,000 fans when the Creighton men’s 
basketball team hosted Nebraska on Dec. 8 at CHI Health Center Omaha. 
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Think of Omaha as center court: a dynamic and 
unique destination in the center of the country, 
full of action. Omaha has this special spirit that 
fills the city like an arena full of fans whose 
team just won with a buzzer beater. Excitement 
abounds for what it has built, what it has 
accomplished and what’s still ahead. 


It’s a spirit born on the banks of the Missouri 
River, a city founded in 1854 by land speculators 
convinced they were at the heart of something 
new. Soon after, the transcontinental railroad 
was built and Omaha emerged as a hotbed of 
activity and new technologies. 


There is a great story about Omaha’s growth 
in the early days that really speaks to the 
pioneering spirit of the city. That spirit can 
still be seen and felt today as Omaha continues 
to push forward and evolve. More than $4.6 
billion is being spent developing, enhancing, 
and modernizing areas throughout the city. 
This includes a $300 million riverfront 
revitalization project that is transforming a 
90-acre area into bustling district with many 
“wow” features such as cascading waterfalls, 
park-side cafes, a sculpture garden and an urban 
beach. 


Omaha’s Old Market Entertainment District is 
home to unique boutiques, antique emporiums, 
art galleries, pubs and more than 30 distinctly 
Omaha restaurants featuring local farm-to- 
table favorites and flavors from around the 
globe. Street musicians, artists and horse drawn 
carriages entertain and delight locals and visi- 
tors. Nearby, there are other Omaha neighbor- 
hoods that are as diverse as a flight of craft beer. 


Meet the Old Market’s quirky cousin, Benson: the 
not-so-mild mannered entertainment district. 
Omaha’s indie rock music scene lives and 
breathes here. Before and after concerts, regulars 
walk up and down the strip enjoying the craft 
breweries, neighborhood pubs, great restaurants, 
and Beercade, filled wall-to-wall with classic 
arcade games. 


The City of Omaha

Creighton’s baseball team shares the same home as the College World Series, TD Ameritrade Park Omaha. 
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Experience even more ethnic cultures from 
across the globe in the South 24th Street 
neighborhood with Polish, Czech, German, 
and Mexican heritage. Enjoy folk art, elaborate 
murals, and authentic cuisine at dozens of 
family-owned restaurants. Vibrant colored tile 
designs line the sidewalks, benches, and plant- 
ers of this historic area telling the story of the 
people who brought, and continue to bring, life 
to this neighborhood. 


Another famous Omaha native is Bob. He’s a 
one-of-a-kind pedestrian bridge that stretches 
3,000 feet across the Missouri River and is one 
of the longest pedestrian bridges to link two 
states. Bob even has a troll affectionately known 
as OMAR. 


The Joslyn Art Museum is a pink marble art 
deco masterpiece, featuring rare works of art 
from such masters as Rembrandt, Monet and 
Pollack. Visitors step into the past at The 
Durham Museum, where old-time passenger 
trains provide a fully immersive experience. 
Omaha’s Henry Doorly Zoo and Aquarium 
is consistently ranked as one of the “World’s 
Best” and is home to the world’s largest indoor 
desert and North America’s largest indoor 
rainforest.

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Creighton President: Rev. Daniel S. Hendrickson, S.J., Ph.D. 


The Rev. Daniel Hendrickson, SJ., Ph.D., is the 25th president of Creighton University. A 
Nebraska native, Fr. Hendrickson earned his B.A. in psychology and theology from Marquette 
University in 1993 and entered the Society of Jesus in 1994. He received his M.A. in 
philosophical resources from Fordham University, a Master of Divinity degree from the Jesuit School 
of Theology at Santa Clara University, and M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Columbia University. 


Fr. Hendrickson’s first contact with Creighton was as a student in the Jesuit Humanities Program in 
1996. He returned as an adjunct instructor of philosophy from 2000 to 2003. He also served as an 
adjunct professor with Creighton’s Institute for Latin American Concern (ILAC) program in Santiago, 
Dominican Republic, in 2002. Fr. Hendrickson was a visiting instructor at Jordan University College in Morogoro, 
Tanzania, and an adjunct professor of philosophy at Fordham University. 


In 2012, he returned to Marquette University as associate vice president in the Office of the Executive Vice President, 
working closely with the president, provost and academic deans. He then became an associate provost for academic 
initiatives at Marquette. While in administrative posts at Marquette, Fr. Hendrickson also taught each semester jointly 
in the Department of Philosophy and College of Education, and he served as the co-director of the Burke Scholars 
service and leadership program. He was elected to the Creighton Board of Trustees in 2013. Today, he serves on the 
boards of Boston College and Xavier University and also is a trustee of the Red Cloud Indian School, Pine Ridge, South 
Dakota. He was elected president of Creighton in December 2014 and began his tenure July 1, 2015. 


Fr. Hendrickson has a special interest in education with a global perspective. His international travel and 
immersion experiences have taken him to over 30 countries on nearly every continent. He is a trustee of 
ILAC/Centro de Educacién para la Salud Integral (CESI) in the Dominican Republic and a trustee of Jesuit Worldwide 
Learning jWL). 


Fr. Hendrickson, who grew up in Fremont, Neb., and graduated from Mount Michael Benedictine High School in Elkhorn, 
comes from a family of educators. His identical twin, the Rev. D. Scott Hendrickson, S.J., D. Phil., is an associate professor 
of modern languages at Loyola University Chicago, while his older brother, Ryan C. Hendrickson, Ph.D., is dean of the 
Graduate School and vice provost for sponsored research at Eastern Illinois University. 
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The BIG EAST Conference 


Creighton University officially became a member of the BIG EAST Conference at 12:01 a.m. on July 1, 2013. The 2021-22 season will be Creighton’s 
ninth in the league. 


Creighton, along with fellow newcomers Butler and Xavier, joined a BIG EAST that retained DePaul, Georgetown, Marquette, Seton Hall, Providence, 
Villanova and St. John’s. The partnership was announced on March 20, 2013, in New York. The University of Connecticut rejoined the league in the 
summer of 2020. 


The 2021-22 academic year will be the 43rd in the history of the BIG EAST, a league synonymous with men’s basketball that has evolved into a well- 
rounded league that competes nationally at the highest level in sports across the board. BIG EAST basketball squads have captured 14 titles in the last 
22 years, including a Villanova title in men’s basketball in 2017-18. 


Since opening its doors in 1979, the league has won 42 national championships in eight different sports and 145 student-athletes have won individual 
national titles through 2020-21. Since the league’s 2013 alignment, the BIG EAST has produced 11 individual national champions. 


All 11 universities reside within a top-70 media market, including nine schools in a top-36 market. 


The BIG EAST became a reality on May 31, 1979, following a meeting of athletic directors from the original seven-school alliance. 


“We feel that joining the BIG EAST Conference gives us a greater 
opportunity to recruit, retain, develop, and graduate outstanding students and 
outstanding student-athletes. We know that continued  suc- 
cess and excellence in each of our athletics programs will not be easy.

Athletic Performance 


Creighton University student-athletes benefit from year-round strength and conditioning training programs in The 
Championship Center. The 6,000 square foot state-of-the-art Athletic Performance Center is equipped with 12 Power Lift 
half-racks that each have inlaid lifting platforms and the EliteForm system. Additionally, the Athletic Performance Center features Uesaka 
Collegiate Series Bumper Plates, Plae Flooring, Iron Grip dumbbells, and a nutrition and hydration station to provide Creighton student- 
athletes with the optimal training and recovery environment. 


The athletic performance program at Creighton University is designed to help the athletes become strong and powerful. The 
program combines Olympic lifts, strength training exercises, plyometrics, speed and agility development, flexibility, 
and cardiovascular regimes. The programs are specifically tailored to each athlete, the sport they participate in and to their 
individual experience and ability. The goal of the program is to reduce the chance of injury and to help all athletes reach their full potential. 


To help maximize athletic performance, each Creighton student-athlete works with the strength and conditioning staff, the sports medicine 
staff, a certified nutritionist and a sports psychologist, giving Creighton student-athletes all the resources they need to succeed at the highest 
level. 


Athletic Training 


The Creighton University Athletic Training staff works in cooperation with and under the supervision of physicians to provide the best 
possible care for student-athletes. It has a staff of five full-time athletic trainers, and two graduate assistant athletic trainers. Athletic training 
students also gain clinical experience as they help serve the sports medicine needs of Creighton student-athletes. 


The mission of Creighton University athletic training is to serve as the initial allied healthcare provider for Creighton University student- 
athletes and to provide access to other healthcare professionals as needed. Services include prevention, assessment, management and 
rehabilitation of athletic-related injuries and illnesses. 


Creighton athletic training is committed to the highest standards of care consistent with the National Athletic Trainers Association Code of 
Professional Practice and the credentialing statutes of the state of Nebraska.
